ing on it, nevertheless. And if you 


can serve a chuck steak that’s just 
as delicious—in its own way—as & 
sirloin, you're not only getting your 
money's worth, but proving your- 
self a real cdok and housekeeper a8 
well. .

How can you account for the fact 
that the story of Jesus is still 
“news”? After nineteen centuries 
it is written and told in more lang- 
uages than ever before.

\ Once the fungus starts, you can, 
whip it by washing the dry scabs 
with a mild soap and a medium 
stiff, brush.

When 
the scabs are unusually tpick it’s 
best to use an oil antiseptic, as the 
oil will_help to loosen up the scabs.

TIME TO PLAN 


The experienced gartener doesn’t 
wait until the sun and soil are warm 
before .starting to get ready for 
planting. No matter what the weath- 
er is like outside 
commence anytime, and there is fun 
and value in this planning, too. 


A good Canadian seed catalogue 
and a Government bulletin or two 
will prove invaluable. Despite all 


“the time-worn jokes about the seed 


catalogue, these publications are 
packed with real and vital informa- 


‘tion. With the bulletins, they will 


tell! you when the various flowers 
bloom; the colors, and whether they 
are hardy or tender and safe to 
plant in your neighborhood. Heights 
are also given and the type of 
growth. Only with such information 
can one go ahead and plan real 
borders and other layouts, can be 
sure there is something in bloom 
right through until Fall, and that 
the little things will not be hidden 
by the tall. 


With the vegetables, the Cata- 
logues and bulletins will help in 
the planning and also ir. getting sat- 
isfaction when the garden starts to 
yield, One will learn from the des- 
criptions whether certain varieties 
are hardy, half-hardy or tendgy, and 
how many days from olantite to 
maturity. All this is vital informa- 
tion. One will also read about brand- 


new discoveries in the vegetable 
line, improvements in old stand- 
bys.

With bigger seed like beans, peas, 
corn, etc., spacing will be easy, but 
it ig much more difficult with the 
fine seeds of carrot, lettuce or alys- 
sum.

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Russia covers one-sixth ot the 
world’s land surface, and this month 
delegates from its most remote 


corners gathered. at a meeting of 
the Supreme Soviet in Moscow. 
There were Uzbeks from Central 
Asia wearing skullcaps; Caucasians 
ta smocks; Yakuts from the Arctic 
wearing white elkhide boots; and 
ethers whose appearance and dress 
mirrored. the 180 nationalities— 
count ‘¢m-—180—who make. up 
Russia's population. 

The Supreme Soviet includes 1085 
members of the Communist party 
(the only party allowed to exist) 
and 254 non-party Bolsheviks. And 
afl 1339 of them were simply there 
for the trip—as they are “ves-men” 
and nothing else. 

They hold sessions to approve 
the decrees of the Politburo, which 
controls both the Communist Party 
and the Ministries of Government 
They would no more think of dis- 
approving than of spitting—public- 
ly, that is—on Uncle Joe Stalin's 
picture. The main order of business 
was to approve the 1949 budget—in 
which the Russian armed forces get 
79 billion rubles, as compared to 66 
billions last year. 

The -meeting drew world atten- 
tion—not #0 much because of the 
budget but because /of the dramatic 
shifts in the Soviet high command 
which has just been announced. 

The Politburo was present—and 
Molotov sat at Stalin's right hand. 
His appearance there seemed to 
fend weight to the theory that Molo- 
tov has by no means been demoted. 
Instead. he has been relieved of his 
duties as Foreign Minister in order 
to devote more time to bigger policy 
tasks—possibly that of succeeding 
Stalin. 

Should this occur, there will prob- 
ably be little change in the Russian 
attitude toward the “war-mongers” 
of the west. As one ribald-observer 
put it, “the only real difference be- 
tween Molotov and Stalin is that 
Joe's’ moustache is more liable to 
get into the soup.”

THE UNITED STATES 


Just a month before the Nor- 
mandy invasion—on May 11, 1944 
to be exact — the German radio 
broadcast a program titled “Vision 
of Invasion.” It depicted an “Ohio 
mother” dreaming of all the horrors 
ef D-Day. There “were vivid sound \ 
effects of screams, groans and battle 
noises and the program was “beam- 
ed” both toward the United States 
and at American troops in England 
—the play reaching an agonized cli- 
max with the death of the "Ohio | 
mother’s” soldier son. 

‘The part of the mother was play-, 
ed by “Axis Sally — real life 
Mildred Elizabeth Gillars, now 48, 
an American who had lived in Ger- 
many for years and, who had 
handled many other propa- 
ganda assignments, 

Last January Axis Sally went on 
drial for treason at Washington. 
Records of her broadcasts were 
played in court. German actors 
identified her voice. Her defense 
was that she had been forced to 
broadcast — and that anyway she 
had taken the German oath of al- 

legiance, and so was not guilty of 
freason to the United States,

Don’t cuss. those creeks which 
run through your land—move them 
instead. The extra land will. pay 
the bill in short order—that is if 
your experience is anything like 
that of A. S. Bledsoe, who farms 
out in Kittitas County in the state 
of Washington. Here's what hap- 
pened to him. 


A couple of streams which mean- 


‘dered “every which way” across his 


farm had him pretty well disgusted. 


Like your own streams perhaps, 
they flooded every spring, and 
sometimes during the growing 


season, if rains were heavy. When 


“the land wasn’t too wet to put in a 


( 


crop, the creeks would sneak out 
of their banks later and wash most 
of it away. They were a nuisance 
to farm around, too- 

Today. it’s different. Bledescoe’s 
in the driver’s seat now, and he has 
those streams exactly .whére he 
wants them! 


Handiest place for a creek, he 
figured, is next to the fence. And 
if you've got to have them in the 
middle of the field, they're a lot less 
trouble if they're straight. So that’s 
what he did-he moved and straight- 
ened. Heavy machinery and com- 
mon sense did the trick. 


Both those streams still empty 
onto the next farm just where they 
did before—that’s important for 
legal reasons. 


The cost?. Rent of the machin- 
ery and the pay of the operators 
amounted to about $1,000, A little 
steep at first glance, but take an- 
other look at hi® farm. /It's 12 
acres larger now. , 


And all of the acres .are better 
land. Spring and summer: floods 
are a thing of the past. The new 
channeés are straight—free of trees 
and brush. The whole field, as 
well as the 12 extra acres, is well 
drained, producing bigger and better 
crops. Bledsoe thinks he'll have his 
$1,000 back in the bank by the end 
of the year. 


He isn't the only “stream- 
straightener” in his area. “A FE, 
Snyder, a neighbor, 
ened a branch of Naneum creek. 
Other farmers have moved parts of 
Wilson, Cooke, and Coleman creeks 
to enlarge and improve their farms. 

Several part-time creeks which 
carry water only during heavy run- 
off periods have also been moved 
and changed with = aan good 
results, 

No streain has been straightened 
for its entire length. It evidently 
isn’t too important that neighbor- 
ing farmers change the course of 


your creek on their land. No one 
has to be “forced into” anything. 


The Kittias Reclamation District, 
which irrigates much of the valley, 
is 100% behind the farmers, It 
leases its draglifie and bulldozer at 
three-fourths of actual operating 
“cost. The District makes the reduc- 
Aion because of the drainage 
fits to the area. 

If. you're thinking of straighten- 
ing the streams and improving the 
value of your farm, a word of warn- 
ing.

Then I 
fill the furrow with chopped straw, 
and on the straw I sprinkle com- 
mercial fertilizer generously.

With the one horse plow | run 
a furrow, completely covering the 
straw. The first rains wet this 
straw and it stays moist. The. fer- 
tilizer acts vigorously, the potatoes 
come in a hurry and make a good 
early crop, wet weather or dry.”

What happens to chickens if they 
happen to eat the weed-killing 
chemical 2, 4-D? Nothing, accord- 
ing to an Agricultural Experiment 
Station, the workers of which even 
wen} co far as to feed the chemi- 
cal directly to the birds.

I've heard several women who 
live in small towns complain be- 
cause they find it almost impossible 
to get real rye bread—the kind that 
the big commercial bakeries don’t 
make, but which you can find in 


most big city delicatessen stores: 


On the chance that some of the 
readers of this column feel the 
same way here's a recipe for the 
real thing. Probably the quantities 
given in the recipe will be too big 
fot most of you—especially for a 


first trial, but they can easily be cut ~ 


down proportionately. 
SWEDISH RYE BREAD 
1 quart buttermilk or sour milk 
i’teaspoon soda 
1 pint water 
2 tablespoons shortening 
1% cup sugar 
2 tablespoons salt 
¥% cup medium dark molasses 
6 an@ % cups rye flour 
7% cups white flour 
2 cakes compressed yeast dis- 
solved in % cup warm water 
with 1 feaspoon sugar. 


Method. Put water, shortening, 
sugar, salt and molasses into a 
saucepan and heat until all is melt- 
ed. Put buttermilk into large bread- 
mixing bowl Add soda, then add 
the hot liquid mixture. Mix well, 
add rye flour, then add yeast (which 
has been dissolved). Add the white 
flour. 

Knead in with’ the hands. until 
thoroughly blended. . Let rise until 
double in bulk (about two hours). 
Turn onto floured -board, knead, 
shape into Idaves, using enough 
flour to keep from sticking. Put 
into greased loaf tins and let rise 
until double (about one hour). 
Bake in a medium hot oven for 50 
to 60 minutes. Grand, either “as 
is” or toasted.

Blanch--To pour boiling water 
over a fod to loosen skin, to remove 
color, or“to set color, Many vege- 
tables and fruits are blanched dur- 
ing the canning aud freezing prepa- 
ration. Rice and macaroni are often 
blanched to remove excess starch 
and starchy film. 


Braise—To brown meat in small 
amount of hot fat. then adding a 
small amount of liquid and simmer- 
ing slowly in a tightly covered uten- 
sil. Meat stock, water, milk, cream, 
or vegetable juice are usually the 
liquids used. 

Broil—To cook by direct heat. 
This may be done by placing food 
under or over the heat. 

Candying—To cook in sugar or 
syrup. 

Caramelize—To. melt sugar or 
food containing a high percentage 
of stgar, slowly over low heat until 
it becomes brown in color. The 
darker the color, the stronger the 
flavor. 

Cut—To separate food in pieces 
with knife or scissors. Also combine 
shortening with dry ingredients by 
using two knives or'a pastry blender. 

Devil—To prepare food, usually 
eggs, with pepper and hot condi- 
ments or sauces. 

Dredge—To dip food into floor, 
crumbs or similar substances to 
completely coat it. 

Glace—To coat a food with sugar 
syrup that has been cooked to the 
“crack” stage. Also coating rolls 
or pastries with icings or other mix- 
tures.

One. approach to the subject ts 
the detailed study of all those -ef- 
fects that we lump together as “get- 
ting old.” and in recent sears dis- 
tinguished scientists have investi- 
gated this as a kind of spare-time 
job. They are making notes-on their 
own experiences as they get older. 
In time a mass of evidence will be 
available as a basis for research. 

Another approach is the study of 
age and length of life in animals and 
insects. With man's Bibical expecta- 
tion of three-score years and ten— 
statistically it is a few years less 
than this—the study of man him- 
sclf is obviously a long business. 
Gerontologists want quicker results. 
So they are studying forms of life 
whose normal expectation can be 
nieasured in days or months. 


Learning from Mice 

One gerontologist has gone a long 
way towards proving that food is 
closely connected, with length of 
life. There is a coniplex organic sub- 
called nuclei i 
known to be an essential part in the 
make-up of all living cells. He has 
added this substance to the diet of

All Done By Diet 
What 1s the difference in the diet 
—between royal jelly and pollen 
and honey? Royal jelly is rich in 


nucleic acid for one thing. For an- 
other, it is rich in vitamin B, or 
what scientists now know to be the 
vitamin B group, for this is not one 
vitamin but quite a collection. 

Next in this research, fruit flies 
were fed on the different chemical 
substances that were found in royal 
jelly. When all the substances were 
added to the flies’ diet, their aver- 
age life was increased by nearly 
fifty per cent; but adding the sub- 
stances separately gave rather 
smaller increases. 

That is as far as this work has 
gone. Considering how young is this 
new science of studying age, it must 
be regarded as excellent progress. 
And very hopeful progress, too! 

That the bees has 
50 far helped only a few hundred 
mice and fruit flies to live longer, 
and presumably to remain active 
and fit longer, is not a thing the 
human race should feel sore about. 
The benefits to man may come in 
the “normal” lifetime of many of us. 

New scientific methods of war- 
fare get most of the headlines, but 
gerontology is orthodox research, 
too—it is not a “crank” project. We 
spend many hundreds per cent more 
on research in desiruction than we 
spend on rescarch in these complex 
problems of. length of life and ecas- 
ing the burden of old age. Why? 
lt is for the world to decide which 
kinds off scientific offerings to hu-

Still, live and learn is a pretty 
good motto, and it never does any 
harm to at Jeast listen to other folks’ 
views: and I, for onc, got some new 

ideas on the subject when I heard 
what a well-known restaurant con- 
sultant had to say. 

First of all, according to this ex- 
pert, the ordinary roasting tables— 
#@ many minutes to a pound—are 
not very “satisfactory. This is be- 
cause of variations in oven tempera- 
ture, composition of fat and lean, 
and how much or how little the 
beef has been ripened. 

Beef, he says, should be cooked 
en a rack in a shallow, uncovered 
pan. The rack is to allow the heat 
to get underneath and—with it— 
you don’t need to put any. water 
into the pan. 

Oven temperature should be not 
ever. 300 degrees F., which results 
in less shrinkage and expenditure 
of fuel than if the old-fashioned 
method is followed. This involved 
staring at intense heat, then roast- 
. jag at a reduced, but still-high tem- 
perature. And it ‘makes . little 
difference whether salt and pepper 
are added before, after, or during 
cooking. ”

Aluminum, as you probably 


know, is an excellent conductor of 


heat and can help meat—poultry 
too—to cook more quickly and with 
less wastage. It is recommended 
that you insert aluminum skewers 
into the center of the roast—one 
for cach pound in weight is about 
right—arnd they should be long 
enough to leave three or four inches 
exposed. These carry heat into the 
meat far more quickly than it ts 
ordinarily transferred; and an eight- 
pound roast, which would have 
taken around three hours at 300 
degrees, was done IN AN HOUR 
LESS WHEN SKEWERED. 


Instead of g@Big by the so-many- 
minutes-to-the-pound system, he ad- 
vises the use of one of those handy 
little gadgets—a meat thermometer. 
Vou insert the bulb into the center 
of the roast, and the ecasily-read 
dial registers the degree of heat. 
TF vou want your beef rare you 
cook till the thermometer reads 
140 degrees: for medium, 160 de- 
grees: and for well-done, 170, 

Perhaps this sounds like a lot of 
bother—but it’s actually very easy; 
and I'm sure you'll agree with me, 
should you try this method, that 
it's well worth while, both for the 
savings it makes and for the im- 
provement in flavor and tenderness.

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‘THE UNITED STATES 
It was on August 2, 1914 that 
Germany started World War Onc; 
“but it was not until 2 years and 247 
days later that the United States 
was drawn into the conflict. 
Germany went to war against 
France and Britain, to begin World 
War Two; on 
but the United States 
in the struggle—at least of- 


Eeiatiy_—tor another 2 years and 97 
days. 3 


There were many who thought, 
and who still think, that Germany 
would not have started either of 
those aggressions bad there been 
any certainty of swift and powerful 
American retaliation right from the 
eutset. In his inangural address last 
January, President Truman stated 
that “if we can make it sufficiently 
clear, in advance, that any armed 
attack affecting our nation’s security 
would be met with overwhelming 
farce, the armed attack might never 
occur.” 

On March 17th there was made 
public the text of a twenty-year-pact 
embodying the intentions and hopes 
expressed in the American Presi- 
dent’s words. This was the much- 
talked-about “North Atlantic 
Treaty”, which means that the Unit 
ed States bas abandoned the policy 
of strict neutrality which gave com- 
fort to the aggressor in the two 
World Wars. © 

The Treaty is, first of all, an at- 
tempt to convince the Russian 
rulers that they dare not risk ag- 
gression against any Western Euro- 
pean country because that would 
mean war with the United States. 
It is, sécond, an attempt to forestall 
“internal aggression”-—that is to so 
bolster and strengthen Western 
European Governments so that they 
may effectively deal with any at- 
tempt ata sudden coup by native 
Communist’ parties. f

Fhe end of the war did not bring 
any relaxation of controls, As 4 
matter of fact, in some lines ration- 
ing became even stricter as the 
Labor Government ‘acted to hold 
down home consumption in order to 
build up export tradé™At the be- 
ginning of 1948 an adult's allotment 
was 24 coupons for 6 months— 
enough to get anvadult male, either 
one ‘suit, or three shirts and a pair 
of shots. 

In recent months the situation 
has improved greatly. Shoes were 
derationed last December, woollen 
goods in January. About the middle 
of March Britons got their best 
coupon news since 1940—all cloth- 
ing and household textiles were 
completely derationed 


But although the news was good 
i did not mean the end of austerity. 
Many foods are still rationed, and 
the meat ration has just been cut to 
ene half the war allowance. 

The trouble is a still highly 
dangerdus dollar deficit which 
stands at one billion, three hundred 
and sixty million dollars, This is the 
amount by which Britain’s pur- 
chases from the U.S. and other dol- 
lar countries exceeded her sales to 
those countries. Closing that gap is 
exsential for Britain by 1952, when 
RCA is scheduled to end. If .the 
deficit is not wiped out by then, 
Britain's outlook is apt to be gloomy
